Terrible Experience of Three Ship 
Pilots in a Skiff. 


———— — 


Three Days and Nights Without Foud or 
Drink ~—Frozen by the@old Sea Spray—Life 
Sustained by Drinkiag the Blood and Eat- 
ing the Flesh of a Dead Shipmate—Kes- 
cued by a Schooner.

Lewes, Dew., November 2&—The three-masted 
schooner Helen J. Angel, from Georgetown, 8S. C., 
for Baltimore, brought into port to-day Pilot Mar- 
shal Bertrand and Alfred Swanson, a Norwezian, 
two of the three men who on Monday morning left 
the pilot-boat Turley ina skiff forthe purpose of 
putting Thomas Marshall, auother pilot, on board 
the steamship Pennsylvania, which was bound for 
Philadelphia. They succeeded in performing this 
duty and started back to regain the Turley, which 
was beating to and fro off the Five-Fathom light 
ship. The weather was very thick and 


a heavy sea was running, and they never 
reached their vessel. It was consequently sup- 
posed that they had been lost. Several pilot boats 
were sent in search of them,and one cruised 300 
miles off the coast without discovering a trace. 
Bertrand told the story of their rescue this after- 
noon, and the 3 
HORRIBLE CANNIBALISM 
to which the survivors were compelled to resort. 
Soon after jJeaving the Pennsylvania, they found 
that they had lost their bearings. They had no com- 
pass on board and not one of the* Delaware lights 
were visible, Their frail became entirely un- 
manageable and the wind and sea rose higher every 
minnte. When daylight broke they were drifting 
rapidly out to sea before the strong northwest gale, 
and then abandoned all hope except that they 
might be carried within sight of some vessel. This 
was buta foriorn chance, as Bertrand knew that 
only by some lucky accident would their little craft, 
which for most of the time was in the hollow of the 
seas, whee gr mapa from the deck of —_ vessel.

the skiff. Bertrand can hardly explain how it 
escaped from filling or capsizing. He says that he 
occasionally sunk in a stupor,in which the ravings 
of his shipmate. the roar of the wind and the lash- 
ing of the waves were curiously mingled in what- 
ever remained to him of consciousness. He sup- 
that it was about midnight of Tuesday when 
one of the Norwegians, whese naine neither himself 
nor Swanson knew, drew sailor's knife from its 
sheath and made several ges at him, declaring

his long fast and clad in his icy garments as in a 
coat of mail, he fell shrieking and 
GASPING ACROSS THE THWARTS 

at Bertrand's feet. Inafew minutes he was dead. 
The clouds had passed away,the moon had risen. 
and its beams fell upon the contorted features of 
the dead saiior, upon whose face the freezing spray 

uickly formed a film of ice. To add to the peril of 
the remaining men, the boat shipped a great 
deal of water. The baiier was among the 
things that the crazy menhad thrown overboard 
and Bertrand was forced to take off one of his rub- 
ber boots to use in its piace, Thus, he freed: the 
boat from water, but his unprotected foot was 
frozen.

ABRAHAM JAMES. 


Demise of the Discoverer of the Famous 
, Pleasantville Oil Fields, 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

Otzan, N. Y., November 2%.—Abraham James, 
whose singular discovery of the once famous Pieas- 
antville oil field, in 1868, is among the many curious 
reminiscences of the Pennsylvania petroleum coun- 
try, died last week in Oregon, aged ‘%7. James came 
into the oil regions in the early days of the excite 
ment along Oil Creek. He was an odd genius, a 
spiritualist, and an accomplished geologist.

and that commerce with these islands should be 
governed by the laws regulating the coasting trade 
of the United States. Now, one of the laws rovern- 
ing the coasting trane is, that any cargo carried in 
a foreign vessel in that trade is subject to forfgit- 
ure, and a foreign vessel transporting it is subject 
to a penalty of fifty cents per ton. On Saturday 
last the British brig Natilie, Capt. M, Rehael Veal, 
arrived at Hampton Roads with a 
cargo of guano from the Islands of Pedro 
Cayes, lying off Jamaica, in the Carribean 
Sea, in latitude 70 degrees 17 minutes north, and 
longitude 77 degrees 53 minutes west. This island 
is ciaamed by the Custom House authorities here to 
be one of the guano islands of the United States, 
and Collector Bowden seized the cargo. and re- 
poried the case to the District Attorney, who caused 
it tg be libeled by the United States Marshal, and 
imposed the penal tonnagetax of fifty cents per 
ton. The owners of the cargo, Messrs. G De Cor- 
dova & Co. of New York. claim that the island

and that De Cordova & Co. of Kingston. have a 
lease of the island from the Government of Jamaica.

It never seems to occur to these Bourbon Repub- 
licans that in many social circles throughout the 
North a Democrat is regarded with disfavor, even

Annual Report of the Secretary of 
the Interior Department. 
———— aoe 
Indian Education L easing of Public Lands 
_pensions and Railroad Taxation—The 
Civil Service Reform Act. | 


The following is the substance of Secretary of the 
Interior Teller’s annual report: On Indian educa- 
tion it says that during the past year new buildings 
have been erected at several of the agencies for the 
accommodation of the children in the boarding 
schools. Five new boarding schools and twelve 
»n w day schools have been added to the list of 
schools in successful operation. There are now 81 
poarding schools, 76 day schools and 6 industrial 
or manual labor schools under Government con- 
trol. Fourteen boarding and four day schools are 
supplied with teachers and other employes, by 
some one of the various religious denominations, 
the Government paying a stipulated price for the 
care and education of the children therein. Three 
new industrial schools have been omer’ and 
put in successful operation during the ear: 
One at Chilocco, 1. T., witha ca ity for 150 chil- 
dren; one at Lawrence, Kas., with @ capacity for 
°) children. and one at Genoa, Neb., with @ ca- 
pacity for 150. He suggests further that all Ind 

ans should be disarmed; that courts for punis! 
ment of offenses committed on reservations shou: 
be established, and that all educated Indians shou 
be citizens of the United States, ing that 
those who shall ewe os the regular course at the 
several manual labor sthools be given citizenship 
without their incurring the risk of a forfeiture of 
their interest in either tribal lands or tribal funds, 

In regard to 
THE LEASING OF INDIAN LANDS, 

the Secretary says he declined to_ treat 
the arrangements made with the Indians 
by stockmen as leases, but simply as licenses. 

“The amount paid for privileges of occupying those 
lands is understood to be about two cents r acre 
for the lands so oceupied.. This amount not a 
fair compensation at this time for the use of such 
jands, or for at least a considerable portion thereof. 
Much of the land so occup could be leased at 
from four to six cents per acre. Some legislation 
should be had on the subject to enable the Govern- 
meut to demand and receive for the Indians the full 
value for the oceupation of their lands, and to pre- 
vent conflicts between rival claimants holding such 
licenses or privileges. 

PRE-EMPTION CLAIMS. 

In recommending the repeal of the pre-emption 
law he says: 

Pre-emption claims are filed when no intention of 

erfecting entries exists, but the alleged claim is 
held for speculation, or as a coverfor denuding 
land ofits timber. The aranner Lprerrre of en- 
tries to filings is less than one- 

“In the case of entries actually made, it is found 
that the most valuable timber lands and re areas 
of agriculturaland grazing lands are entered in 
fictitious Rames or by persons employed for the 
jurpose, and the lands thus pass into speculative 
} widings. or holdings in large quantities for perina- 
nent control 

“There is but one remedy, and that is in the repeal 
of the law no longer necessary tO enable the actual 
settler to secure a title tothe land he occupies on 
the public domain. The public lands ought to be 
reserved for actual settlers, and should be conveyed 
only when the settler has shown his good faith by a 
residence on the land for a period provided for by 
the homestead law. No commutation of home- 
steads should be allowed.” 

ILLEGAL FENCING. 
The illegal fencing of public lands receives some 
some attention. The Secretary, on the subject, 


says: 

“T trust that some legislation may be had that will 
enable the department in a summary way to destroy 
those fences where the builders refuse to take them 
down.” 

In reference to the taxation of railroad lands the 
report says: 

“I again call attention to the necessity for some 
legislation to compel the railroad companies having 
earned the land granted to them to take a patent 
therefor, so that the States and Territories in which 
such lands lie may have the benefits derived from 
taxing the lands within their boundaries, On this 
subject repeat whatI said in my last annual re- 
port.” 

There were added to the pension roll during the 
year the names of 34,192 pensioners, and 1, af pre- 
viously dropped were restored to the rolis, making in 

tne aggregate 385.413; and 16,315 were dropped for 
various Causes, being a net on the roll of 
19,098. The amount paid for pensions during the 
year is $56,908,567 60. The amount duri 
year to 31,307 new pensioners was 418,815 10. 

The report is closed with the foilowing reference 
to the civil service act: 

“At the time of — of the act entitled 
‘An act to reguiate improve the civil service of 
the United States,’ it was urged as an objection 
to it that the examinations would be of such tech- 
nical character as to exclude from the public ser- 
vice all except those who have had the advantages 
of ali education. of nearly 
one year anda half has, demonstrated that these 
fears were groundiess, and that the examinations 
have been conducted on a sound, business-like ba- 
sis, caleulated to secure efficient clerks for 
the various grades of the public service. Quite a 
number of the employes of the Government, occu- 
pying grades beiow the classified service, have been 
found qualified for higher grades by the 
exaininations of the Commission. * * # 

“The law has ina great measure relieved the de- 
partment of the importunities of applicants and 
their friends for positions. and will, 1 think, when 
it is fully understood, gave the heads of the depart- 
menis much time heretofore lost in listening to 
appeals for positions when it was impossibie to com- 
nly with such requests. 1 think the system a valu- 
able one, and one that should have the hearty sup- 
port of both executive and legislative departments 
of the Government.”

$1,200,000 LOST. 


An Inside View of the Failure of Ba- 
win Harrison. 


How a Fortune Was Given Away to Save 
$400,000—Stocks and Bonds at Forced 
Sale and What They Realized—An A t 
tempt to Save Something From _ the 
Wreck. 


On Wednesday last, the 26th instant, $8,000 of the 
St. Louis Central Railroad Company’s bonds were 
sold: by Mr. James Campbell on ‘Change. These 
bonds were the property of Mr. Edwin Harrison 
and were partof the property hypothecated by 


Harrison Wire Company. These bonds were sold 
for $1,200, while their market price to-day ought to 
be $5,600, figures which show how property will de- 
preciate under a forced sale. The whole history of 
the Harrison failure is a history of shrink- 
age under foreed sale, and there 
are few stories of equal interest to be 
heard in commercial circles. Mr. Edwin Harrison 
is one of the most widely known and must generally 
respected gentlemen in the city, and a most genu- 
ine sympathy is felt for him in his misfortune amid 
all classes. 

Some time since he was estimated to be worth 
something over $1,200,000, all of it money invested 


where good returns were being made. He was 
known to have 450 shares in the Iron Mountain Iron 
Company, worth about $300,000. He owned $250,- 
000 of stock in the Carbondaije Coai Company ,$100,- 
0v0 in the Wabash, Chester and Western Rail- 
road, $150,000 in the St. Louis Central Railroad, 
He had 20,000 shares in the Granite Mountam Min- 
ing Company. and about one-fourth of the stock in 
the St. Louis Smelting and Refining Company. His 
other investments werein rea! estate and other 
properties, and he was a large shareholder in the 
concern of Chouteau, Harrison & Vaile. His inter- 
est in the Harrison Wire Company was nota great 
one. aud he gave none of his personal attention to 
the business. When the works needed money he 
indorsed their paper, and, as a resuit, he found him- 
self obliged to carry all their liabilities. He was 
called 


FOR $400,000, 
a sum he did not find it easy to raise. Mr. Harri- 
son was always indisposed to sell his properties, 
| and accordingly he hypothecated block after block 
of valuable stocks, being continually cailed for 
additional! security, as the collateral which he had 
already put up depreciated in value. it seems 
stran hat a debt of $400,900 would manage to eat 
up a fortune of $1,200,000, but those who know 
siege that this is the fact. Mr. 
Harrison was engaged in a great 
many enterprises in which he was the moneyed 
man. These different corporations looked to him 
continually for cash, and as the cash could only be 
refused at the cost of loss, hé was obliged to make 
ruinous sacrifices to obtain it. As a result, his whole 
fortune was tied up in collaterals, his real estate 
was mortgaged, and his property covered with a net 
work of respoasibility out of which 
it could not be recovered. For 
instance, the stock in the Granite Mountain 
Mining Company, 20,000, mentioned above, was 
sold under the attachments of Kidder, Peabody & 
Co. of New York for $1 60a share thirty days ago. 
Of course this was a tremendous sacrifice, but the 
same stock is now on the market at $310 bid and 
$3 25 asked. The same proportions held in his other 
sacrifices. There has been a tremendous igghonary Oe 
of values all along the line of his property, and he 
has been paid about  one-thi of the 
lowest market figures. Mr. Harrison's 
riends hope to be abie to save something 
for him ont of the wreck. Nearly all of the credit- 
ors who intend attaching have done so, and all the 
perty which can be forced to immediate sale has 
heen pushed to the end. There igsaid to remain 
something over $600.000 worth of securities, covered 
by about $400,000 of debt, and it is hoped that this 
margin may be saved for Mr. Harrison. A great 
many facts come togetherin making the subsian- 
tial sympathy generally felt for Mr. 
Harrison. Not the least of these arises 
from the knowledge, that had Mr. Harrison 
MADE AN ASSIGNMENT 
at the time of the Wall Street panic, he would have 
lost but little of his fortune. Nearly all the harm 
has been done to him since. At that time he in- 
tended to assign, but at the request of his friends, 
who foresaw what a blow it would be to the whole 
business of the town to have such a large assignment 
happen at such a crisis, he waited and was ruin<d. 
These friends do not intend todesert him. His 
securities are being held by those who will not part 
with them until the present depression is past.

PRIVATE FUNERALS. 


The Undertakers Bitterly Opposed to the 
Proposed Bill. 


The undertakers wili bitterly oppose the bill 
which is now being discussed. providing for private 
funerals in cases where contagious disease was the 
cause of death. Several of them who were seen to- 
day were indignant over the statement of physi- 
cians who claimed that the move was an absolute 
sanitary measure. 

“Why,” said Mr. M. J. Cullen, one of their num- 
ber, to a Post-Dispatch reporter, “I see physi- 
cians are claiming that contagion can be spread 


by means of carriages which are used at funerals. 

ow, that statement is a curious one. My ex- 
perience would lead me to say that physicians are 
much more likely to spread contagion than car- 
ri used at funerals. There is a rule of the Board 
of Health which requires that al! carriages used at 
funerals where death was caused by contagions 
diseases, should be disinfected pefore they can be 
used again. Now it seems to me that after a 
physician visits a patient sick with @ contagious 
disease he should be submitted to the 
same process. Many of them go _ from 
one house to another, without taking the 
slightest precaution. I have known instances of 
this kind. on the other hand, are out in 
the air all the time and their chance for spreading 
disease is small.” 

“So the undertakers will oppose private funerals 
as far as possible?” 

“We probably will. Ithink there are too many 
difficulties in our way now. Another thing. | can 
tell you, which will make this law difficult to ob- 
serve: How are we to know always when a disease 
is contagious? could give you 
he names in a case iike (his: 
Two or more physicians have been + ag a& pa- 
tient. The undertaker gets a certificate of death 
from one ay ace =a the family from another. I 
know cases in which one physiciay certified that the 
patient died of a contagious disease, while the cer- 
tificate from the other showed that this was not the 
case. Now. which doctor would I follow in sucha 
case? I don’t think the bill could be passed. Iam 
4s much in favor of Sanitary legislation as any 
other citizen. But you cannot prevent a man from 
hiring a cairiage and going to a funeral if he wants 
to do so.

The pilloried prisoner stood upon a platform 
held aloft by a sturdy beam centrally planted 
in the inclosyre. The support itself served as 
the whipping-post, About this double monu- 
ment of corporal punishment thronged the 
Spectators, crani eir necks to see the stoop- 
ing convict’s fea ever which he had 
sought to pull the friendly mask of a soft slouch 
hat. M women and children were in the 
crowd, but there was little of mockery or un- 
seemly jest among them. The spectacle ap- 
peared toawe rather than amuse them and 
ragged little urchins whispered to each other in 
ominous tones tones that this was “the man 
that robbed a church.” 

A DRUMMER WHO ROBBED A CHURCH. 

Charles Copeley is adapper young man of 
slight figure and genteel ap ce. Accord- 
ing to his own story he is a Philadelphia drum- 
mer, who, finding himself out of a job and in 
hard luck, adopted a novel course to mend bis 
fortune.

BEAUTIES OF MADAGASCAR. 


A Navy Lieutenant Tells the Story of 
His Journey Across That Island. 
From the New York Tribune. 


_Lieutenant Shufeldt of the United States 
paca who recently ores from 

to west, accomplished what few white men 
and no American had done before, told a large 
audience at Chickering Hall last night some- 
thing about the island and his explorations 
there. The lecture was given under the auspi- 
ces of the American Geographical Society, and 
was illustrated with ste can views, 

“M »” he ‘is the third largest 
island onthe globe. Its drea covers 230,000 
square miles, being 1,000 miles long, and av- 
eraging in breadth 230 to 400 miles. It is four 
times the size of Great Britain. The interior 
gives the observer a Ssense of silent and 
majestic vastness. It exhibits some of the 
grandest of nature's handiwork, 
consisting of mountain peaks, plains and for- 
est cataracts and waterfalls. Around the sea 
coast stretches a dense belt of tropical forest, 
the home of malarias and deadly fever: the 
abiding place of savage and barbarous 
and of richly pl birds. The chief river, 
the Size , is the size of the Ohio, and 
shows some of the most magnificent river 
scenery in the world, thunderous waterfalls and 
cataracts, bordered by primitive forests.” 

The speaker said that he thought this river 
would prove na le and might be made the 
highway for the products of the interior, ebony, 
sugar rice and other articles of commerce, in 
quantities sufficient to make it ‘the El Dorado 
of the Eastern seas.” The climate he described 
as variable. In the interior it is equable and 
temperate, frequently reminding one of a New 
Eng autumn, but about the seacoast it is 
always warm and unwholesome. He estimated 
the population at 5,700,000, embracing many 
racesof men varying im color, physique and 
civilization. The principal tribe, the Hovas, 
are men of Malay origin, with fair complexion, 
black and sparkling eyes, acquiline noses, 
numbering about 000, and far in 
advance of the rest of the inhabitants 
in intelligeace and the art of civilization. The 
women are often handsome. Some of these ad- 
vantages can be attributed to climate, the 
region inhabited by them averaging 4,550 feet 
above the sea _leval and affording a_ bracing 
atmosphere. Nextin importance and intelli- 
gence he placed the Betsileo tribe, the men pos- 
sessing lithe and active frames, but the women, 
unlike the Hova women, are seldom or never 
handsome.

’ The proposed amendment is as follows: 
‘Your petitioners theréfore ask, not that the said 
official sales be prohibited at the Court House steps 
nor that they be compulsorily assigned to the Real 
Estate Exchange, but they pray that when, in the 
discretion of the courts, or in the judgments of the 
Sheriff and the parties in direct interest, such sales 
can be effected to, better profit in the hail of the 
Real Estate Exchange, then the Court, Sheriff and 
other officers concerned will be author- 
ized to there makethem.” A petition has been 
piaced in the bands of estate firm, and 
numerous signatures have been obtained. It was 
——ae that the matter be called to the attention 
of the joint meeting of Senators and members of 
the House for this city, held this week at the La- 
clede Hotel, but as yet nothing has been done to 
convince even the local solons of the wisdom of the 
move. The real estate men are generally in favor 
of the change, which would be a great benefit to the 
business by bringing buyers in contact with agents.
